Nev- 
er before was there a time in all the twenty-five 
years of the life of the Louisville Journal when

corps pro. ided with a very favorable charter 
and offering many inducements for the formation 
of volunteer companies, is allowed to languish 
as it does. There are in ny young men in our 
midst who need only the suggestion to set them- 
selves to work to fill up th* rank and file of the 
Louisville Legion. Indeed we have understood 
that a movement to this effect h«s already been 
commenced. 

(]g^"For some months past the Freesoil and 
anti-slavery papers have been circulating the 
following paragraph, asserting that it contains a 
sentiment once uttered by Kentucky's greatest 
statesman, Henry C-ay. It purports to be in 
the language u^ed lyl.im: 

I repeat it, sir, 1 never can and never will, 
and no earthly power will make me vote direct- 
ly or indirectly to spread slavery over any ter- 
ritory where it does not exist' Never while 
reason has a seat in my brain — never, while my 
he art sends the vital fluid through my brain — 
never. 

We do not believe that Henry Clay ever used 
such language or ever uttered such a sentiment. 
We have carefully examined all the published 
speeches and addresses of that great man, and 
have industriously- inquired of those who would 
probably remember if he had ever expressed 
himself in this manner, but we have been unable 
to find any authority for attributing to him ex- 
pressions so inconsisient with ail his acts and 
opinions either recorded or remembered. 

Boanra the HOOSAC Mot'ntain. — Tht Bos- 
ton Journal says the firm of Edward W. Serrel 
& Co., the new contractors on the Troy and 
Greenfield Railroad, are pushing their work 
with much spirit. They "have by no means 
abandoned the idea of using mechanism on the 
main tunnel, but have a machine in progress at 
the Novelty Works in New York, of an improv- 
ed construction, designed to open a drift way of 
eight feet in diameter in advance of the tunnel. 
The diminished size will render it more man- 
agable than the larger machine, and the work- 
men who follow it can easily enlarge the aper- 
ture, by splitting out the strata of 3late, which 
are nearly perpendicular." A force of about MB 
men are distributed along the line of work, and 
more are advertised for.

RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MA ITERS. 

The river had only fallen au inch in the twer.- 
ty-four hours ending last evening. There were 
5 feet 7 inches water in the canal. We had a 
slight fall of rain early yesterday morning, and 
during the day the weather was cloudy. 

The Cumberland was falling on Tuesday with 
4 fee" water on the shoals.

The following we find in the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial of yesterday: 

Opinions of the Steamboat Inspectors in the 
Case of the Collision between the Steamers Tele- 
graph So. 3 and Kentucky Home. — Messrs. Hal- 
deman and Guthrie, local inspectors, have ad- 
dressed a letter to S. B. W. McLean, Esq., col- 
lector of customs for this city, embodying an 
account of the testimony taken in the matter of 
the collision between the steamers Telegraph 
No. 3 and Kentucky Home, on the night of the 
30th July, in which five persons were killed or 
missing, and triving their opinion aud decision 
in the c-?°. The inspectors entered into th*> in- 
vestigation of this matter without complaint 
from either party, the pilots of each boat de- 
clining to charge those on the other with neg- 
lect of duty or unskillfulness. They have ex- 
amined sixty witnesses, have visited the place 
of accident, and have given the whole affair the 
most patient and thorough investigation possi- 
ble, for which laborious action they merit the 
gratitude of the public. It is evident that they 
Dave made the protracted examination into the 
facts of the case, which was requisite to a clear 
understanding of all the circumstances, with 
the most assiduous energy and conscientious 
purpose. It appears that the cause of the ac- 
cident was a misunderstanding in the signals, 
but the pilot rules do not justify a pilot in fol- 
lowing a wrong signal. The opinion and decis- 
ion which is voluminous, but with few if any 
superfluous words, concluues as follows: 

it may not be out of plaje here to urge upon 
masters and owners of stean»jrs the necessity of 
bavins; a person co^s'antly on the watch — man 
wiio are capable ot noticing promptly any 
change in the position of the boat they are meet- 
ing. In nearly every case of collision coming 
before us, there was no one on the look-out on 
one boat or the other to assist the pilots. In 
some instances we have known both boats to be 
without the watch on deck. In the. preset. t 
case there was no one on the hurricane deck of 
the steamer Telegraph No. 3 to assist the pilot. 
The captain of the Kentucky Home was on the 
hurricane deck at the time, "and saw the dan- 
ger about the time his pilot first discovered it. 

There is, then, but one cause which produced 
this collision, and that is on the part of Mr 
William Williamson, the pilot of the Kentucky- 
Home, in answering what be supposed to be a 
signal from the Telegraph No. 3, and acting ac- 
cordingly, when he knew it was an unusual or 
wrong signal. All the consequences — such as 
placing himself out of his proper plac- "he 
near approach of the boats to a collision before 
discovery, and the collision itself — proceed from 
and are subject to 'his error; and, for this ''" 
attention to the dutieb of his station"' (it being 
an error of judgment, wherein others, no doubt, 
would have done the same thing, under th 
same circumstances), and considering the loss 
of time and expense he has been at, attending 
to this investigation, we suspend his license to 
act as a iicensed pilot for thirty days from this 
date.

Great Importation of Cattle into Ky. 
Robert A. Alexander, of Woodford, Ky., has 
written a long and most interesting letter to the 
Ohio Farmer, giving an account of a recent 
visit to all the short-horn herds of England.— 
From it we learn that before leaving England 
Mr. A. shipped for this country 48 head of the 
best of short-horns and 22 South Down sheep. 
The most of these are destii.eu for his fine farm 
in Kentucky. Mr. Alexander is the largest im- 
porter of short-horn cattle in America. Every 
year he spends several mo.iths in England to at- 
tend the Local and National Fair^. and find the 
best animals, which he purchas-es, no mater at 
how great cost.

Washington, Aug. 20. 
Mr. Browne, manager of the Agricultural di- 
vision of the Patent office, will sail for Europe 
in the steamer of the 5th September. The ob- 
ject of this visit is the collectien of seeds, and 
the procuring of information upon several ag- 
ricultural interests successfully prosecuted in 
Europe, but hitherto entirely neglected here, 
though believed to be well adapted to our soil 
and climate. Among tiiese pursuits is the plant- 
ing of sea-cane, for the protection of the shore 
against the washing of the sea. It has been 
carried to great perfection in Holland, where, 
to use Dryden's figure, the country has been 
fished up from the sea. There are portions of 
the United States which would deiive the high- 
est advantage from the successful culture of this 
shrub. Attempts ha\e heretofore been made to 
introduce it, which have failed principally #rom 
the want of information on the methods pursu- 
ed. A great benefit would be conferred upon 
the country should this renewed effort, under 
the auspices of the government, succeed. 

Mr. Browne's tour will be extended to Po- 
land, and it will occupy some 10 o/ 12 weeks. 
Already an agricultural department has been 
established by the authority of the Executive, 
while the subject has been for years under ear- 
nest deliberation in Congress. The appropria 
tions have rapidly swelled in amount, and a 
large item for deficiencies will be presented at 
the next session, and duly responded to. 

The elections for members of the next House 
are now so nearly complete, that we can discern 
the state of parties, so far as can be karned from 
their associations and recognized public posi- 
tion. The States which have yet to elect are 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Georgia, and Marvland. 

The House will be a congregation of factions. 
There will b* Wuigs and Democrats, Know- 
Nothings. Freesoilers, Abolitionists, Hard- 
shells, Administration men and Softs and Inde- 
pendents and Dependent*, the latter much more 
numerous than their o;>posites. The regular 
administration force will be 75; the united op- 
position 159. But there is no possibility of a 
union which will combine more than a nare 
majority of the whole House — namely 118 
members. Upon the question of sustaining the 
Nebiaskalaw, the best ralculatioi. gives the re- 
sult of ayes 103, noes 131— majority 28. But 
as the Seriate stands ready to veto any such 
movement of the House, the passage of a bill of 
repeal would he only a preliminary proceeding 
to a long and tierce conlest between the repre- 
sentatives of the people and the Executive with 
its patronage, and the Senate with its long terms. 

As no party will be ahie to command a ma- 
jority, the organization of the House must de- 
pend wholly upon success in combination, and 
it need excite no surprise if a struggle should 
occur as long and exciting as that which con- 
vulsed the country in 1849 and '50. 

We hear, with a modified interest, that Mr. 
Dodge, General of Militia, has made renewed 
overtures for the purchase of Cuba. This I 
think not at all improbable. Cuban annexation 
is too good a card to be relinquished merely be- 
cause the game has been played out. It is to be 
used in managing the more hery Southern mem- 
bers through the stormy scenes of the next Con- 
gress, ar.fi in the dying hours of the Administra- 
tion. Though the whole, subject is indefinitely 
postponed, many a patriot will find it convenient 
to mouth over it as a thing to be speedily ac- 
complished.

The Harvest for 1855. — We copy else- 
where from the United States Economist of Sat- 
urday, an interesting article on the wheat crops 
and the prospect of exports of wheat and flour 
during the present and coming year. The wri- 
ter thinks that the crop of wheat, should it 
reach 140,317,000 bushels, as the estimates, is 
not more than sufficient to meet the home con- 
sumption and the export demand during the year 
endine; the 30th June, 1856; and that there i- 
little prospect of any abatement in prices. The 
ruling high prices will, however, check and lim- 
it both the demand for export and that for con- 
sumption. 

Whether this be so or not, depends altogether 
on the result of the harvest in Europe, which is 
yet a matter of uncertainty. Should that har- 
vest be large generally the demand for export 
will be very limited from the effects of high 
prices, while a fall in prices would enable us 
better to compete with the continent of Europe 
in supplving the English market. The last ad- 
vices from England indicated an approaching 
fall in grain from the improved state of the 
harvest weather; though the ripening of the 
crop had been retarded by the fall cf heavy 
rains. 

The writer in the Economist's estimate of an 
export of thirty millions bushels of wheat in 
the current fiscal year seems to us very extrava- 
gant. 

The year 1854, when we exported twenty- 
seven million bushels, was, it is to be recollect 
ed, in consequence of a failure in the crops 
throughout Europe — in England, France, and 
Gei many especially. No one pretends that tl ere 
is likely to be any such general failure this sea- 
son, and consequently the demand for flour and 
wheat from this country is not likely to be so 
great.— N. Y. Eve Post.

Rods. — We clip the following from the Livings- 
ton County (New York) Republican, dated the 
29th of June: 

The house of Mr. Cushing, about a mile 
north of the village of Geneseo, was struck bv 
lightning on Thursday, the 22d inst. What i*s 
singular in the case, the house was guarded by 
three silver-pointed lightning rods of the most 
approved construction, which, it seems, afford- 
ed no protection. 

In looking over the print' d sheets of the next 
agricultural report of the Patent Office we find 
the following remarks on the subject: 

The most important things to be considered 
in the choice of lightning rods are that thev 
should consist of good conducting material", 
good capacity, and should have a good con- 
nexion with moisture in the earth. In addition 
to these, the area of their protecting influence 
should be regarded; the number of rods required 
for each building; their position in special cases, 
and the inoaes of arranging them. 

With regard to the conducting materials em- 
ployed in th ir construction, metal is undoubt- 
edly the best, and the choice would s^em to lie j 
between copper and iron. M. Pouillet make? I 
the conducting power of copper from b\ to 64 
times that of iron. Dr. Priestly makes it 5 
times as much; and Professor Faraday 6 2-5 
times as much; so that, after having determined 
the sectional area of an efficient copper rod, an 
iron one of about six times that area will pos- 
sess the same conducting power. Iron, howev- 
er, will not make durable and efficient conduc- 
tors unless they are entirely coated with silver, 
copper, tin, palladium, or gold, in consequence 
of their liability to rust, or oxidate, by the ac- 
tion of the weather. 

As to the capacity to be given to a rod, it hi.s 
been decided by common consent that the sec- 
tional area of one composed of copper should 
vary from a circle one-half of an inch to three- 
fourths of an inch iu diameter, the larger area 
being for very tad conductors, and the" smaller 
for shorter ones. And now, in respect to the 
form of the rods, it is quite immaterial whether 
they be square, round, or flat; but let it be re- 
meiiiberea that, in ail cases, each conductor 
should be as entire and as straight as possible, 
presenting a single point to the clouds, with the 
apex tipped with palladium, the most powerful 
of all conductors of electricity known, being 
about nine times stronger than that of iron. 

Of all consideration.^, the most imporiantis a 
good connexion with the earth, which is so very 
essentia' that without this all other precautions 
will be in vain. It is not enough that the con- 
ductor enter the earth, for it must penetrate it to 
some depth — in fact, till it reaches the sub-soil, 
where it is well impregnated with water. In 
ora«»r to reduce the destructive action of this 
moisture (the oxidation of the metal), and at 
the same time to give the buried portion of the 
conductor every facility for dissipating its 
charge, it is better that the rod should terminate 
by several brancrxts in a sunken bed of weli- 
burnt charcoal, wood ashes, or spent tan bark. 

Another important point to be considered is 
th'! situation am 1 , position in which the reds are 
to be placed afier they are put up. In all cases 
they should be elevated above every other point 
of attraction, at least four timrs the diameter of 
V c area to be protected; say, in a common-sized 
house, ftom ten to fifteen feet above the top of 
the highest chimney, or other object extending 
above the roof. And, as before intimate '. the 
integrity and upright position of the rods should 
be maintained, as far as practicable, avoiding, 
also, all abrupt angles and short turns. If a 
house, bam, church, factory, fee., be located in 
the immediate neighborhood of each other, and 
only one of them M protected, the danger of all 
the e thers will thereby be increased. The rem- 
edy, in such a case, is so obvious that nothing is 
necessary to be added on that score. 

The question now presents itself: How are 
the rods to be affixed to the building — by con- 
ducting or by insulating staples? The unequiv- 
ocal reply would be, by conducting staples, not 
those covered with copal varnish, or insulated 
by necks of glass bottles, as has often ' ten 
recommended by writers on this subject; for let 
it be remembered that the flash, which may 
have forced itself through many yards of air, 
would find no difficulty in passing so slight 
obstacles as these, if such a direction formed a 
part of the lightning's path previously prepared, 
or "felt out." It is a well-established truth, 
that, if a conductor pass near a mass of metal 
in tolerable connection with the earth, the flash 
will sometimes divide itself between the two 
channels, one portion of it continuing its course 
down the rod, and the other portion leaving it to 
pursue the side path. Therefore, in order to 
alleviate this "lateral discharge," or deviation 
from the main channel, all suspected vicinal 
electrified bodies should be united to the con 
ductor itself, by means of metallic wires or 
bands. Tnen, if the building is predisposed, 
by the antecedent inductive action, to share with 
the rod in conveying away the fluid, let it be 
done in good sooth, without an explosion, tv.Ui- 
out a fracas, as the French emphatically call it. 

Conductors should neither be painted nor 
varnished, as that would diminish their conduct- 
ing power. If made of iron, they should be 
coated with metal, as before suggested, and may 
be erected at either or both sides or ends of a 
building, at a distance of about four inches from 
the walls, supported by iron staples or wooden 
supports.

Bombardment in Utica — We are pleased 
to-be able to announce that Prof. Anderson is 
now making arrangements for public experi- 
ments in this v cinity of his newly discovered 
explosive inflaming ball. It is his design to erect 
a citadel of some hundred feet front, which he 
will fire upon and inflame. The burning of a 
plank, covered with a wet sail, at a considerable 
distance from the gun, is also on his list of ex- 
periments, as is the explosion of a powder-mag- 
azine buried in the earth. 

The invention of Prof. Anderson, if it is of 
practical /alue, bids fair to be of the greatest 
importance. He uses a conical ball, not unlike 
the ball of the Minie rifle, with the heavy end 
forward. The ball, except the head, is hollow, 
and contains explosive and inflammable sub- 
stances, which will wrap in flames whatever 
they come in contact with, and which are dele- 
terious to human life. The sudden ignition 
caused by striking anything solid is the peculi- 
arity of the invention. 

The experiments here are designed to be on an 
extensive scale, and gentlemen of note from va- 
rious parts of the country are invited to witness 
them. The balls are now in process of casting 
in this city. When the time for the experi- 
ments is fixed upon, we shall have more to say 
on the topic —Utica Herald, Jug.

Its skin is of a deep black and white color, as 
finely polished as the best patent leather, and its 
pure 'vory teeth contrast finely with the black 
surroundings. The fish in question will make 
some two barrels of oil, of a quality nearly 
equal to sperm. It has already been "'cut in," 
and placed in the "try pots."
